HONOR ELLAH LOVEJOY 


McCormick and Davis Pay 
Tribute fo Abolitionist Killed 
at Alton in 1837, 

By the Associated Press. 
WATERVILLE, Me. May 18.—~— 
Col. iobert R. McCormick of the 


Chicago Tribune and Howard Da- 
vis, business manager of the New 
York Herald-Tribune, addressed a 
meeting here today held in honor 
of Elijah Lovejoy, militant aboli- 
tionist editor cf St. Louis, Mo., and 
Alton, Ill., who was mobbed in the 
streets and shot to death in Alton, 
Nov. 7, 1837, when he opposed vig- 
orous attempts to gag his news- 
paper. 

“It is to be clearly noted,” said 
President Franklin W. Johnson of 
Colby, “that the principle for which 
Lovejoy gave his life was the free- 
dom of the press. Slavery was only 
the issue upon which he claimed 
the right to speak.” 

Col. McCormick said that during 
the debate over the freedom of the 
press provision in the newspaper 
code, the NRA administration quot- 
ed from the writings of Alexander 
Hamilton as its sole argumenr 
against the publishers’ contentions. 

“Hamilton was not a believer in 
democracy, liberty or the  repub- 
lican form of government,” _ said 
McCormick. “All of his political 


lideas were rejected 150 years ago. 


It is monstrous that they should be 
set up as American law today.” 

Davis called Government control 
of radio “an extraordinary example 
and warning” of the threat to free 
speech. “The present system at 
Washington is a travesty on the im- 
partial control that should  pre- 
vail,” he said. 

John D. McAdams of the Alton 
Telegraph, related that his paper 
was a contemporary of the Obk- 
server which Lovejoy established 
in Alton in 1836. He gave a de- 
scription of his city and of Love- 
joy’s monument there. He said 
“things looked black” for Alton fol- 
lowing the shooting of Lovejoy by 
a mob and many people left the 
town. 3ut today, he said, Alton 
was a thriving city of 32,000. “You 
can feel,” he said, “that out there 
where Lovejoy was treated so un-

KAUNAS, Lithuania, May 18.— 
The threat of complications be- 
tween Lithuania and Germany was 
partly removed today when Presi- 
dent Antanas Smetona saved four 
Nazis, convicted of plotting Memel’s 


squad. 

Smetona commuted the death sen- 
tences, which legally would have 
been carried out today, to life im- 
prisonment. Although the Supreme 
Court yesterday upheld the death 
penalties, the Nazis, with the pros- 
pect of less than 24 hours to live, 
steadfastly refused to appeal to the 
President, their re —— 
lawyers, however, a5 or clem- 
pose and although the request had 
no legal validity, it was granted. 

The men lost their citizenship 
and their property was confiscat- 
ed. They will be placed in the

FOUR MORE RECORDS 
BROKEN BY AIR LINER 


Total of Nine World Marks 
Set by Tommy Tomlinson 
in Three Days. 


NEW YORK, May 18. — Four 
more world speed records for trans- 
port planes were broken by D. W. 
(Tommy) Tomlinson and his co 
pilot, Joseph E. Bartles, today, mak- 
ing a total of nine international! 
marks they have set within three 
days. 

One of the marks today broke a 
record which they’ established 
Thursday. The flights give the 
United States eight records for- 
merly held by France. 

The pilots flew their TWA twin- 
motored monoplane twice around 
a closed 1000 kilometer course be- 
tween New York, Washington and 
Norfolk at an average speed of 
190.906 miles an hour. 

With a “pay load” of 2000 kilo- 
grams of sand (approximately two 
tons), they flew 1242 miles in six 
hcurs, 30 minutes and 34 seconds. 

Tomlinson, a vice-president of 
Transcontinental & Western Air, 
waved aside congratulations. “It 
was the plane,” he said, explaining 
that 90 per cent of the flying was 
done by a robot pilot. 

In addition to breaking three in- 
ternational records formerly held 
by France and bettering their own 
'time on a fourth, the flyers exceed- 
‘ed one existing United States mark 
and established three others. 

Speeding over the same course 
| Thursday, they broke five world 
records held by France. Among 
| these was the 2000 kilometer flight 
‘with a payload of 1000 kilograms, 
for which the old record was 158.6 
miles an hour. Thursday they set 
the mark at 1735 miles an hour 
and today they increased it to'| 
190.9 miles an hour. 

By carrying a 2000 kilogram pay-

INEXPLICABLY RISING 


Average Length Now 60.86 
Years for White Men, 64.40 
for Women. 


By the Associated, Press. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—-The aver- 
age length of American lives is 
60.86 for white men and 64.40 for 
white women. It has been rising 
unaccountably at the unusual rate 
of six months for each year. Its 
jump at this time is a contradic- 
tion of what the medical profession 
expected, ; 

The best explanation of this rise 
comes from the archives of the 
American Medical Association. It 
is momentum, due to science, which 
is unlikely to stop for long at a 
time until the average American 
lives the full Biblical three-score 
and ten. 

The figures on the passing of the 
60-year mark are from the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co., one of 
the accepted standards on length 
of life. The 60 mark was crossed 
in 1933. The 1934 figures are not 
yet completed, but to date there 
are no marked changes, particular- 
ly none downward. 

Rises Year After Year. 

A white man’s expectancy in 1931 
was 59.88 years. In the next two 
years it rose one year lacking only 
2 per cent. In 1931, white women 
already had passed 60, and then 
were 63.56. And they rose, although 
not as fast as the men. Their rise 
was 84 per cent of a year, 

The metropolitan statisticians say 
that these depression years have 
showed some of the best mortality 
figures. One reason seems to be 
lack of severe epidemics. Such a 
rapid advance as the two-year pe- 
riod shows, they say, is not normal. 
There should be ups and downs, 
with a rise over any 10 year period. 

This “expectancy,” the average 
length of life does not mean there 
are today proportionately more peo- 
ple living beyond 70, 80 or 90. _ It 
means only that more people are 
living full lives, getting closer to the 
70-year mark. 

In scientific laboratories there are 
experiments on animals and insects 
increasing the life span, nearly dou- 
bling it in the most favorable ex- 
periments. There hasn't been time 
yet to transfer these animal experi- 
ments to human terms, nor even to 
be certain that they can be trans- 
ferred.

Mr. Anschuetz. who was 72 years 
old, withdrew a year ago from the 
operation of Mission Inn, Grand 
boulevard and Magnolia avenue, 
which he established in 1913. In 
his early years he was associated 
with Tony Faust’s restaurant, the 
favorite dining place of an earlier 
generation of St. Louisans, and 
later he operated a beer garden at 
Grand boulevard and Shenandoah 
avenue.

A good deal of mystification must have been caused 
by the conflicting statements of Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau and former Secretary of the 


| Treasury Mills about the gold situation in the United 


states in 1932. Their difference of opinion was to be 
expected, but how was one to explain their apparent 
difference as to the facts of the case? 

Mr. Morgenthau said that in January of 1932, gold 
began to leave the United States in “alarming 
amounts.” Mr. Mills retorted that the present Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in what “purported” to be a 
recital of facts, had failed to mention, among other 
things, the great inflow of gold during the latter part 
of 1932 and the actual increase in monetary gold 
stocks during that year. 

All this is water—or. shall we say, gold——over the 
dam, but it is perhaps worth while to straighten the 
the record—and draw a moral. 

It is a fact, as Mr. Morgenthau said, that there 
were heavy exports of gold in the first two months of 
| 1932—$107,863,000 in January as compared with im- 
ports that month of $34,913,000; $128,211,000 in Feb- 
ruary as compared with imports of $37,644,000. There 
were even heavier withdrawals in May and June. For 
the whole year, the exports totaled $809,529,000 and 
the imports $363,317,000. 

But Mr. Mills said there was an increase for that 
year in the monetary gold stocks of the nation. And 
he was right, too. The gold stocks at the beginning 


of the year amounted to $4,460,000,000 and at the 


end of the year to $4,513,000,000. 


How could the gold stocks show an increase while |

On the studio lot is a pond, a 
good-sized one. Great care has been 
taken to keep it frogless because 
frogs are not particularly welcome 
around sound stages. Now and then 
a frog decided to set up housekeep- 
ing in the pool, but he was prompt- 
ly captured and deported. How- 
ever, for this particular picture, it 
became necessary to stock the pond 
with frogs. Getting the right kind 
Was a problem. Jumpers were not 
needed. Voice was the. only 
requisite. Acting ability was not 
even considered. There had to be 
frogs with bass voices and a few 
tenors, baritone, sopranos, both colo- 
ratura and lyric, and contraltos. 
Finally three or four dozen frogs 
with magnificent voices were select- 
ed and planted in the pond. 

a * * 


T first the frogs were bashful 
and wouldn’t croak, but in a 


few days they became accus- 
tomed to their new surroundings 
and burst into happy song. The 
sound men succeeded in getting a 
fine frog-croaking record. 

The frogs must have sent word 
to their families or gone after them 
in person. In no time at all the 
pond was alive with frogs of all 
sizes from polly-wogs to bulls who 
could jump 20 feet. At night you 
could hear them croaking all over 
the studio, and sometimes during 
the day they forgot themselves and 
gave tongue. It was very annoying. 

But the situation did not become 
acute until “Broadway Gondolier” 
went into production. This picture 
starring Dick Powell and Joan 
Blondell, has a great deal of music 
in it. Both Dick and Joan sing. 
So do the Four Mills Brothers. Ted 
Fio Rito and his orchestra play. 
The Canova Hill Billies furnish 
much of the comedy. 

Because the picture concerns a 
rondolier, albeit one from Broad- 
way, it naturally had to have a Ve- 
netian sequence. The only place to 
build a set for this scene was the 
lake. By the time the set was built, 
the frogs were so numerous that 
their voices drowned out the music.

RANK McHUGH happened to 
wander by.

And when the big frog 
round-up ended, the cans were 
taken to the marshes and emptied.

HIS week. several good films 

are being shown in the local

Laughton as Javert in Victor 
Hugo’s familiar story. March is 
excellent as the young Frenchman 
Valjean who, after serving a long 
sentence in the galleys for stealing 
a loaf of bread, is paroled, and 
then hounded, but the work of 
Laughton, as Valjean’s evil 
nemesis who follows him for 20 
years when he fails to report on 
his parole, is the part that will be 
remembered, Laughton in this pic- 
ture has brought all his talent as 
an outstanding actor to the screen, 
and though you hate him for his 
persecution of Valjean, you must, 
even if grudgingly admire his work. 
Cedric Hardwicke is the bishop who 
teaches Valjean, after leaving the 
galleys, that “life is giving, not tak- 
ing,’ a creed that reclaims Valjean 
from a galley slave, more animal 
than man, into an honorable mem- 
ber of society. But always Javert 
is in the background, harrying Val- 
jean, Some minor details of the 
story have been omitted, of course, 
but all the important parts are 
there; Valjean’s adopted daughter, 
Cosette; Marius, her young lover 
who leads revolutionists in an at- 
tempt to better conditions in France 
in the early 1800's, and Fantine, 
mother of Cosette. And always, Ja- 
vert, whose own creed, “the law. the 
letter of the law,” finally costs him 
his own life. The picture will prob- 
ably make many “ten best” lists of 
the year.

OW that the Pulitzer

T. LOUIS is in the throes 
of a musical renascence. 
For the first time in its 
history the Symphony Or- 
chestra is completely out 
of debt, while orchestras 
— “ elsewhere are eating into 
the principal of what seemed impreg- 
nable endowment funds. During the 
darkest depression years the Sym- 
phony audience here has grown from 
29800 to 56200. This spring three 
blocks of cheap seats were sold out 
even before the start of the annual 
subscription drive, during. which it be- 
came apparent that the coming season 
will have larger audiences than ever 
before. For during the last two years 
there have been 1676 regular sub- 
scribers who hadn't preyiously sub- 
scribed—-and few old subscribers have 
dropped out. The directors, though 
they realize that a guarantee fund will 
always be needed, look forward to a 
time when season tickets will be ob- 
tainable only by inheritance, or sur- 
vival of a long waiting list. 

Several reasons can be given for 
this surprising development, which 
comes only five years after it seemed 


the orchestra would have to be dis- 
handed for lack of support. A 
new conductor, a new hall, new poll- 
cles and the improvement of perform- 
ances for a more discriminating pub- 
lic, are all factors. But there is gener- 
al agreement that none of these is 
more important than the election in 
June, 1933, of a new president of the 
Symphony Society, Oscar Johnson. 

During his two years as head of the 
society there has developed a mount- 
ing spirit of co-operative enthusiasm 
involving the various committees of 
the organization, the management and 
even the musicians. ‘‘In my 25 years 
in this business,’’ says Manager Arthur 
Gaines, ‘‘Oscar. Johnson is the first 
symphony president I have ever known 
who would go to all the concerts, to 
the rehearsals, to radio broadcasts 
and gramophone” recordings, who 
would go on tour with the orchestra 
and get up at 6 in the morning to 
catch a day coach to the next town 
The most important thing about him is 
that he has an honest, genuine, deep 
love of music. He didn't take the job 
for prominence or publicity or any- 
thing else It is that sincere love of 
the thing that makes his influence so 
important

knew little about their appearance. 
“When I first saw a human being,’ 
he says, “I wished to be blind again 
Hut now I am getting used to faces 
You see, I had never thought that a 
“fine and pleasant man could be ugly. 
Sitting opposite some men when I was 
blind sometimes frightened me. I 
lmagined them with evil, leering faces, 
watching me and sneering. But people 
I knew and liked-—and | knew them 
only by the sound of their voices-— 
were beautiful. I never imagined 
them old, wrinkled, or shrunken.” 


T the time he was most trou- 
bled by this, Williams wrote to 
a teacher at the school for the 
blind where he had received part of 
his education: “I had a great disap- 
pointment in seeing human faces. | 
thought all human faces were round 
and peaceful. I hope sonre day I will 
be an artist, so that I can draw human 
faces as | imagined them when | was 
blind.” 
Although Williams was trained as 
a bootmaker at his school, he is now 
extremely anxious to learn to paint 
and wants also to write. There is a 
strong streak of poetry in his nature 
He gives vivid descriptions of what 
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he is now interested in modern Amer- 
ican painters. A few years ago he 
paid $35,000 for Sir Thomas Law- 
rence's portrait of Georgiana, Duchess 
of Bedford Now he is enthuatlastic 
about Hobart Nichols and Frederick J. 
Waugh and has large canvases by 
them in the snug, walnut-paneled den 
in the basement of the Portland place 
home he shares with his mother. He 
has been interested in agriculture ever 
since his purchase, in 1930, of Mary-

land Acres, a large property in South- 
ern Missouri. 

The second Oscar Johnson never 
had even the slightest inclination to go 
into business. Thoroughly indifferent 
to the frequently encountered opinion 
that there is something slightly im- 
moral about anyone who doesn't un- 
dertake a business career or a profes- 
sion (‘‘Most people are frightened to 
death of idleness’’), he has made only 
two excursions into the world of com- 
merce. The first, when he was in his 
late teens, consisted in ‘‘chasing back 
orders for two weeks" at Internation- 
al Shoe Company, He hated it. 

But his work as president of the 
Symphony Society has proved that he 
is gifted as an executive. Both Con- 
ductor Vladimir Golschmann and Man- 
ager Gaines are devoted to him and 
can find no compliments high enough 
to express their admiration of his in- 
fluence. He was away in California 
when informed of his election. When 
he returned he had one important 
change of policy to suggest. After 
looking over managers’ lists, he be- 
came convinced that high-priced solo- 
ists would have an immediate effect on 
the attendance of the Symphony con- 
certs. It was his theory that an art- 
ist's drawing power is In direct ratio 
to the fee asked by his managers, that 
to increase the amount spent on so- 
loists would pay for itself in individ- 
ual concerts and increase attendance 
for the whole season. 

This was borne out in practice. 
Kreisler, Rachmaninoff, Menuhin, 
Schnabel, all added enormously to the 
success of that season. This year’s so- 
loista have more than paid for them- 
selves. But neither Johnson nor 
Golschmann believes that solos provide 
the most desirable type of program. 
They talk over these matters —and the 
minutest details of business and man- 
agement—several times a week, put 
no policies down in biack and white 
and hope to keep complete fluidity the 
order of their policy. Oscar Johnson's 
theories of program arrangement are 
not at all rigid “A good symphonic 
program, like a sail boat, must have 
a keel,” he says. ‘And you can't make 
a keel out of Debuassey or Tschaikow- 
sky. You have to use Mozart, 
Brahms, Beethoven, Schubert I in
